No Overhead Wires in Beverly. 


The hearing of Beverly on the peti- 
tion of the Naumkeag Street Railway 
for the privilege of erecting poles and 
wires for the overhead system of elec- 
tric propulsion called an immense andi- 
ence to the Town Hall, on Thursday 
evening of last week. The feeling ex- 
pressed by many of the voters was one 
of opposition to the overhead wires. 
The accusation was made that the 
Naumkeag Co. was trying to coerce the 
people of the town by compelling them 
to change cars for the journey from 
Beverly to Salem, and the threat was 
made that an appeal would be taken to 
the Road Commissioners to compel the 
company to run. horse cars on the route 
between Beverly and Salem. By some 
means a wonderful unanimity of senti- 
ment against the overhead system has 
been worked up in the town, and when 
the vote was taken—by the raising of 
hands—at ten o’clock Thursday even- 
ing, only about a half a dozen - persons 
expressed a willingness to grant the 
petition, while fully 1500 voted solidly 
by voice and hands against the propo- 
sition. The Selectmen announced that 
the result of the vote would not neces- 
sarily be binding upon them, but the 
sentiment against the proposition was 
so overwhelming inat it is hot belie 
that the town’s officers will care to run 
counter to it.—Lynn Transcript.

serious. The indications are now that the 
good Indinns are,on' the point of joining 
the ghost dancing’ faction, What the result 
will be cannot as yet be foreseen. 

A Bee special from: Bushville, Neb., 
gays: To-day, or at the farthest to-mor- 
row, is the time set for a bloody engage- 
ment between the soldiers and Indians at 
Pine Ridge. Your correspondent inter- 
viewed Baptiste Courier, a squaw man | 
pow living on: the Sioux reservation and 
having an Indian wife and many children. 
He is called “Big Bat” by the Indians, has 
lived among them for thirty years and is 
intelligent, wealthy and of wide influence 
among them, He stated in substance that 
no outbreak or depredation of any nuture 
would occur. ‘The Indians! have been 
dancing,” said Big Bat ‘‘but that does not, 
signify that they want to murder white’ 
settlers or fight soldiers.” 

Being asked if the Indians would peace- 
fully stop their dance and surrender. 
their arms, he said they undoubtedly 
would if it was demanded of them. “I 
don’t think they care mitch about giving 
up the dance,” said he, “but they would 
kick some on giving up their guns. They 
would not fight for their guns though.” 

“Are many of them armed?’ 

“Yes, about two-thirds of the males, but 
they do not want to fight. I attended a 
eouncil of the dancers night before last 
when they discussed all these matters,and 
the leaders’ speecnes to the young bucks 
were all to the effect that while they could 
sasily wipe out the troops now on hand, if 
they did so there would be teti soldiers 
there next day where there was but one 
the day before, and it would be only a 
question of days until the last Indian 
would die. Besides, they said, where 
would we go to. We are surrounded on 

. all sides by soldiers and settlers. We 
‘have no provisions for a campaign and 
would surely starve and our squaws and 

“\pappooses would. perish before our eyes. 
The whole council united in advising 
and agreeing to submit peacefully to 
whatever the government demanded.” 

Big Bat urged the necessity of taking 
away from the Indians all arms anu am- 
munition, not because he thought an up- 
rising probable at any time, but to make 
them less roving and ‘shiftless and feel 
more dependent upon manual labor or civ- 
flized pursuits. 

Gen. Brooke asked R. O. Pugh, issne 
elerk of the supply department, what ra- 
tions the Indians were getting. “They 
are getting this,” replied Mr. Pugh, “ten 
pounds of bacon, three pounds of beans, 
150 pounds of beef, one pound of baking 
powder, four pounds of: ‘coffee, fifty 
pounds of flour, two pounds of soap, seven 
pounds of sugar, two bushels 'of salt. 
This ia the guantity alloweil for 100 ra- 
tions to 100 Indians per day for two 
weeks.” 

“Too little; to little, entirely too little,” 
exclaimed the general with much empha- 
sis. ‘*Who of us don’t know that the peo- 
plé can’ttive on that. I don’t care 
whether they are Indians or what they 
are. People cannot be satisfied or con- 
tented on anything else if they don’t get 
enough to eat, and the government should 
be finding it out pretty soon.”

The Body Found by. Neighbors Lying in 
a Pool of Blood—Lyman Clark Cliarged 
with the Crime, 


“Ware ‘River Junction, Vt., Nov, 25.— 
Mrs. Miriam Marston, widow, 70 years 
old, living with her unmarried daughter 
near the state fair grounds, one mile from 
here, was murdered ‘in cold blooil Sun- 
day. Thedanghter Eva, aged 17 years, 
left-home about 10:30 Sunday forenoon to 
attend church at Hartford, abouta mile 
distant. Before leaving,:as was her cus- 
tom, she locked all the doors in the house, 
leaving her aged mother within. 

After nearly two hours’ absence she re< 
turned, drove her horse to the barn, and, 
stabling it, went to the house. She was 
surprised at not receiving the customary 
greeting. from her mother. She went 
around to the hack door. ‘This she founda 
partially opened, and on the marble door- 
knob she encountered blood stains and a 
quantity of hair. She called for her 
mother. ‘here was no reply. She ran 
across the road where resides the oldest 
sister, wife of Lyman Clark, who lies 
sick abed. When she went over Mr. 
Clark was just driving away. She re 
ported what she hadseen to her sister,and 
then spread the alarm to the neighbors. 
Next she drove imme liately to Olcott, in- 
forming their only brother, Frank P. 
Marston, of her suspicions. 

While she was gone Mr. Clark returned 
and entered the house by the back way. 
He found Mrs. Marston lying on the cellar 
floor in a pool of blood. He immediately 
summoned George Pease, living one-fourth 
‘of a mile away, and the two men brought 
her up stairs, placing her on a bed, 

Life Was Not Theo Extinct. 

The victim lay breathing and groaning, 
and Dr. O. W. Daly, who was summoned, 
administered restoratives, but she died in 
a short time. ‘lhe authorities were noti- 
fied toward evening and took charge of 
the house and remains. 

Dre. 8. J. Allen aud O. W, Daley of 
this place and J. A. Day of Hartford 
made a post mortem examination. They 
found that murder was undoubtedly cont 
mitted with a hatchet or an axe. Indica- 
tionsare that Mrs. Marston was first struck 
in the’ pantry, then ran or was carried 
down cellar, where the trutal deed was 
consummated. Several places are visible 
where she lay in different positions atter 
the murderer left, There were three pools 
of blood and the walk is bespattered. 

Twenty pieces of skull were found lying 
around, No wounds were inflicted except 
on the head, which is frightfully cut and 
bammered. Mrs. Marston had consider- 
able property, but was not accustomed to 
keep much money by her. None is 
missing, and nothing inthe house wag 
disturbed, as faras dikcovered, 

It is common talk about town and 
among the neighbors of the families inter~ 
ested that the crime is the culmination of 
a family feud.

Flesh tn One Being. 


Indiana now lays claim to the heavi- 
est man in the world in ‘the person of 
John Hanson Craig, of Danville, Hen- 
dricks county. 

Mr. Craig was born in Iowa City, Ia., 
in 1855. While quite stnall his parents 
removed to Kentucky, where they lived 
until John was about 13'years old. At 
birtli he weighed 11 pounds. When 11 
nionths okd his weight was 77 pounds. 
From this tgne on his gain in flesh was 
phenomenal. At the age of 2 years his 
weight was 206 pounds. During 1858 
his parents took him to New York city 
and entered him as a contestant in the 
baby show inaugurated by P. T. Bar- 
num, and he was awarded a eash prize 
of $1,000 as the largest and heaviest 
child on exhibition. At the age of 5 
years his weight had inereased to.802 
pounds. 

During the next’ six years, his weight 
increased to 405 pounds, he follow- 
ing eight years his weight increased 196 
pounds, causing him to tip the beam at 
601 pounds, At the age of 25.his weight 
was 625; 
pounds. During the yext year he 
gained 34 pounds, making his weight 
at the age of 28 792. From that tiine 
on his weight has been gradtally {n- 
creasing, until he now tips the scale at 
907 pounds. 

Mr, Craig has never been ill a day in 
his life, is a very delicate eater, is not 
addicted to the use of intoxicants and 
does not use tobacco in any form, 

Mr. Craig stands 6 feet 5: ifiches in 
his stocking feet and measures 8 feet 4 
inches at the hips, It requires forty- 
one yards of cloth to make him a full 
suit—coat, vest and pantaloons—and | 
it takes three pounds of yarn to make 
hima pair of stockings. He laughing- 
ly says the cows always smile when 
they see him going to a shoe shop to 
leave his measure for a pair of boots, 
as it will take a whole side to inake 
him a pair. He wears No. 12 boots. 

The father of Mr. Craig was a verv 
small man, weighing from 115 to 120 
pounds; his mother wasasmall woman, 
not .weighing over 110 or 115 pounds. 
His great-great-grandfather on his moth- 
er’s side was the first governor of Ver- 
mont, Governor Chittenden, and was 
born in Ireland, His grandfather, Dr. 
Hanson Catlett, was assistant surgeon 
general of the United States for thirty- 
five years, and died in the government 
service at Kast Liborty, Pa. He was a

On his father's side Mr. Craig's grand- 
father was a native of Scotland. His 
grandmother was a German, born in 
Frankfort. Mr, Craig is a first*cousin 
to William P. Hepburn, solicitor for 
the United States treasury. 

His wife is a beautiful woman about 
30 years old, small of stature, and will 
weigh 130 pounds.
